If you wish to match fonts in your office send sample, giving all information 
you can regarding the same. 

JOB FONTS 

Are always put up without spaces and quads, and if you want them with 
the font it will be necessary to so order. 

When ordering Roman always state whether you want italic, fractions, 
leaders and commercial signs. These are not included in regular fonts and 
will not be sent unless specially mentioned. 

MATERIAL. 

All leads, brass rules, reglets, etc., will always be cut point system unless 
otherwise ordered. It is best to send a sample the exact size wanted if point 
standard is not desired. 

SORTS. 

In ordering sorts, always send a cap H and lower case m in as good order 
as possible, and give name of founder, if known. Remember that the furnish- 
ing of sorts in small quantities is a profitless job to all parties concerned, and 
when you sort up fonts try to provide for all emergencies. One-eighth of a 
pound of each character is the smallest quantity usually furnished, and no 
charge less than 35 cents is made. Boxes in a regular cap case for Roman will 
hold about five ounces. The lower case a, c, d, and other boxes of same size 
will hold about 3 pounds. Figure boxes about 6 ounces each. 
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SHIPPING DIRECTIONS. 

Always state whether you want goods shipped by freight, express or mail. If 
a special transportation line is desired, mention it. For rush orders we will 
put packages in charge of baggage masters on trains if desired. 

All our responsibi lity ceases after goods are receipted for in good condi- 
tion by the transportation agents.

One pound of Leads or slugs covers four square inches. Hence, when the 
space to be filled by Leads or Slugs is known, it is only necessary to divide the 
number of square inches by four, and the result will give the required weight 
in pounds. 

A pound of 6-to-pica leads measures 128 linear inches. 

TO ESTIMATE THE TYPE REQUIRED FOR ANY WORK. 

The space occupied by a pound of type is 3 5-10 square inches, therefore 
by ascertaining the sc|uare inches contained in anv page you may wish to set, 
solid measure, and dividing total number of inches by 3-^, the number in a 
pound, the weight of the page is ascertained. If the type is to be leaded de- 
duct about x-5 of the weignt. 

If but one page is to be set in a certain type, an allowance of 50 per cent, 
should be made for type which will remain in the cases, and matter standing 
and left over. The greater the number of pages set in one size of type, the 
less will be the proportion of extra type needed. Thus : 

x page weighing 100 pounds will require X50 pounds of type, 
a pages *' 100 " " ^' 275 ** " 

3 ^* " 100 *• " " 400 

4 »' " xoo " " " 500 
and a paper of 4 pages, 16x22, will require 250 pounds of Brevier and 250 pounds 
of Nonpareil. 

A pair of cases holds 50 pounds of type. 

SPRINGING FORMS. 

If a form springs at press, or spaces rise, place a strip of heavy card- 
board, cut about the width of a lead, around it, next to the type, and lock up 
again. This will, in nine cases out of ten, remedy the trouble. Very fre- 
quently the cause of the trouble is too much underlaying. 

HOW TO BEND BRASS RULES. 

By taking brass rule and heating it until about to turn red, and then im- 
mersing it in cold water, it can be easily bent to any desired shape.
